REPORT 3200 CHURCH FIRES 
_IN U. S. LAST YEAR 


There were 3200 church fires in 
e United States last year which 
used damage totalling $20,800,000, 
according to the annual report ee 
the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation at Boston. 

Horatio Bond, the association’s 
chief engineer, said these figures 
compared with 3500 church fires 
in 1955 with damages of $14,000,000 
_ and 4300 church fires with damages 
_ amounting to $17,300,00 in 1954. 
_ While the 1956 report indicates 
a decrease in the number of church 
res, Mr. Bond said, those which 
occurred were “more spectacular”

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| MET THE MASTER

Meeting the Master involves several 
basic things such as being confronted 
by Him, being affected by His in- 
fluence, and reacting either in a nega- 
tive, positive, or indifferent manner. 
This encounter with Christ is of ut- 
most importance because our reactions 
determine our eternal well-being. Per- 
haps you will now join me as we 
meet the Master through the eyes, 
ears, and heart of one who lived in 
the Holy Land those many years ago. 


The day was balmy and the trail 
was dusty as we made our way 
through the fertile acres of Palestine. 
The conversation drifted to the man 
called Jesus, He who had aroused much 
attention by turning water into wine. 
Mention was made of the fact that 
He commanded much respect as was 
evidenced by His forceful cleansing of 
the temple. I considered these things 
in my usual skeptical manner and de- 
termined that I must have personal 
evidence before making a _ decision 
concerning this controversial figure. 


As we were wending our northward 
way, we noted that the traffic in- 
creased as we continued. We met and 


passed several groups of persons, and 


it was interesting to observe their 
various facial and verbal reactions. 
Some seemed to be perplexed, others 
radiantly happy, and still others gave 
expressions of disgust and even anger. 
Of course, I realized that they were 
discussing the Master and giving ex- 
pression to their individual opinions. 


Once again my mind drifted back 
to the “man of the wilderness” and 
his most convincing statement, “Be- 
hold, the Lamb of God, who takes 
away the sin of the world.” Yes, he 
Was speaking about this very same 
Jesus! Many scoffed at this John and 
said that he was nothing but a radical 
who was talking nonsense. As for my- 
self, I was much impressed by the 
reports concerning him and felt that 
he was speaking as a result of firm 
convictions and definite experiences. 
As my thoughts were thus drifting, 
we were drawing nigh to a scene 
and an experience that will never be 
forgotten. 


On one of the distant hills we could 
see a small gathering of persons, and 
as we drew near we noticed that 
others were also making their way 


' dividally. I heard Him say, 


to this small assembly. My heart be- 
gan to beat a little faster as we near- 
ed our destination—why, I did not 
know, but time was to tell me all 
things. Coming within ear-shot of 
the small group, I heard a voice that 
spoke as if to me and me alone. I 
did not even stop to realize that I 
was not one of the twelve and that 
perhaps Jesus was not speaking to 
me. I heard a voice and I wanted to 
hear just what that voice was say- 
ing. He was speaking in even tones 
and yet His words were piercing to 
the very soul. His penetrating eyes 
were resting upon the various indi- 
viduals—not just scanning the group. 
He was speaking as to each one in- 
“You are 
the salt of the earth; but if salt has 
lost its taste, how can’ its saltness 
be restored? It is no longer good for 
anything except to be thrown out 
and trodden under foot by men.” And 
then He continued by saying, “You 
are the light of the world. A city set 
on a hill cannot be hid. Nor do men 
light a lamp and put it under a 
bushel, but on a stand, and it gives 
light to all in the house. Let your 
light so shine before men, that they 
may see your good works and give 
glory to your Father Who is in heay- 
en.” I heard nothing else that day 
because those words continued to 
burn within me—“You are the salt 
of the earth.” “You are the light of 
the world.” The thing that hurt was 
that I was neither—I stood for noth- 
ing—I went along with the religion 
of the day simply because it was 
the easy way out. It was simply to 
follow the crowd and so I did. But 
here was a challenge to be a “flavor” 
and a “light” that would affect others 
in a positive manner. So often we be- 
come as salt without taste simply 
because we want to become all things 
to all men in a compromising way. 
We want to become known as church 
attenders, but we do not want to 
have the reputation of being religious 
enthusiasts. We are so determined 
not to become too closely identified 
with Christ. But, I was finally con- 
fronted by the Master—I was affected 
by His influence, and my reaction 


was in a most positive manner. I 
continued to follow the Master. I 
shamefully admit that often I fol- 
lowed Him at a distance because I 
was afraid. But as time went by I
